Newspapers are a product of what Marshall 
McLuhan calls the Gutenberg era — and thus, 
according to the media philosopher, they are ob­ 
solete. 
N evertheless, the seven days starting 
Sunday, Oct. 8 have been designated National 
Newspaper Week. 
The purpose of the obser­ 
vance is not to lament the imminent dem ise of 
the p ress but “ to explain the role of newspapers 
and their service to the public and the impor­ 
tance of a press in a free society.’* 
Jam es Reston, associate editor and colum nist 
of the New York T im es, asserted in a recent 
book (The Artillery of the Press) that “ The mod­ 
ern newspaper is searching for a new role, or 
should be.** 
Reston believes that the new role 
should be one of “ thoughtful explanation,” since 
the p ress is “ no longer m erely in the transm it­ 
ting bu sin ess, but also in the education bu sin ess.” 
Newspapers also are in business, period, as 
publishers are well aw are. 
Last year, 261 En­ 
glish-language papers in North America raised 
their p rice to a dim e, according to the A m eri­ 
can Newspaper Publishers Association. And the 
Audit Bureau of Circulations reports that total 
circulation for weekday papers in the United 
States and Canada increased by more than 500,- 
000 cop ies a day in 1966; Sunday sales were up 
by 400,000.

THE LONG INVESTIGATION 
Thanks to the press — including Life maga­ 
zine, in the present instance — serious ethical 
questions about the conduct of Sen. Edward V. 
Long of Missouri have been brought to light. 
In 
considering the charges made, the Senate 
ethics committee is confronted with another 
sort of question. 
It must decide whether to 
pursue its investigation beyond the closed-door 
stage. 
In so deciding it must weight to factors 
— the public interest, and fairness to Senator 
Long. 
The difficulty of this decision is emphasized 
by the fact that the com m ittee has already met 
several tim es in private to discuss the matter. 
It has before it details, at first refused by 
Long on grounds of professional ethics but later 
supplied by him, about substantial legal fees 
he received for cases referred to another law­ 
yer. 
It also has investigated statements made 
by 
Long in his testim ony. 
Some committee 
members are reported to want more factual 
data than has yet been supplied, and this sug­ 
gests that perhaps there should be an open in­ 
vestigation. 
Such an 
investigation would expose Long to 
political damage, which is of special pertinence 
because he is running for re-election in 1968. 
Some damage might result even if charges were 
dism issed after the hearings. 
But the fact that 
Long seeks re-election next year also can be 
taken as an argument for open hearings. If the 
senators’ 
conduct has been questionable, the 
voters are entitled to know' it. 
One further point is significant; the public, 
w ith the Powell and Dodd cases freshly in mind, 
is not likely to be satisfied should the ethics 
com m ittee drop the case. On balance, it appears 
that the general interest would be best served 
by further inquiry and public disclosure of charges 
that are the basis for whatever action the com ­ 
mittee takes.

He'll lie awake count­ 
ing Cardinal pitchers riding from 
the bullpen to the mound in the 
sixth game. 
The parade of pitchers stopped 
Wednesday only because the game 
ended, 
when it did, the Boston

the Series at three games each. 
That meant the Series would go 
to the seventh and deciding game 
today.

Why Do 


Kids Cheat? 


AT OUR SCHOOL—and we think 
it's a good one—we hold our 
breath and hope. We are never 
sure who will be next, or when 
it will occur, but we have been 
conditioned to suspect that many 
of our students will cheat lf given 
the opportunity. 
We 
fear 
that a 
minority 
regularly cheats. We know that 
on any day we may have 
to 
confront 
still another student 
caught in some act of academic 
dishonesty. 
Well, this time it was one of our 
best students—we will call him 
John. His dad is a 
respected 
accountant in the city; his mother 
active in the PTA. The family 
faithfully supports its church. 
John was caught cheating on a 
final examination. When 
the 
teacher 
left 
the room 
for a 
moment, John 
used the oppor­ 
tunity to flagrantly consult his 
class notes. One of his class-* 
mates informed the teacher. 
The fact that John was attending 
a Christian school did not, of 
course, 
render him 
immune 
from temptation. It did mean, 
however, that the school cared 
about cheating and John was in 
trouble. When confronted with the 
charge, John 
frankly admitted 
his dishonest act. He did not 
appear to be remorseful. 
Why did John cheat? Why do 
so many kids cheat? To pass— 
or to get good enough grades for 
college, so they say.

olds in a midwestern community, 
an affluent town in which more 
than one-half of the family heads 
have an annual income exceeding 
$10,000 ami in which 54 percent

on 
examinations, 
summed it up by saying: “ They 
are under pressure to continue 
this standard of living in their 
own adult lives. So they cheat 
now, and will probably cheat in 
college — and in life.” 
Is 
this the basic reason for 
cheating—to achieve the grades 
necessary 
to 
a successful 
material life? I believe it 
is 
definitely 
a reason, especially 
for those who do intend to go 
to college. But, 
after listening 
to my own students discuss the 
problem in a recent 
English 
class, I was made aware of other 
reasons, These 
include 
the 
following: 
(1) Desire to please the parents, 
who perhaps are placing alto­ 
gether too much emphasis on 
grades. 
(2) Laziness — it's too much 
trouble to study, so PII just 
cheat. 
(3) Everybody 
else does it— 
why should I penalize myself 


by l>eing honest? 
(4) Poor parental example. 
I wordier, then, if this could 
be the story of John’s life? 
When he was six years old, 
he was with his 
father when 
they were caught speeding. His 
father handed the police officer 
$5 with his driver’s license. 
“ It's okay, son,’' his father said 
as they drove off, “everybody 
does it.” 
When he was eight, he overhearc 
members of the family talking 
about tow they made extra money 
by 
passing 
their 
expense 
accounts. “Everytody does it,” 
they said. 
When 
he was 12, 
he broke 
his glasses on the way to school. 
His aunt Francine persuaded the 
insurance comi>any that they hat 
been 
stolen or lost, and they 
collected $27. “ It’s okay, son,” 
she said, “everybody does it.” 
When he was 15, he made right 
guard on the football team. Hi* 
coach showed him how to block 


ana at tne same time to gras! 
the shirt of the opposing playei 
so the official couldn’t see it, 
“ It’s okay, kid,” the coach said, 
“everybody does it.” 
When 
he was 16, he took his 
first summer job at the
